| cords for long delayed action. Numerous motorists have sat and 
| waited for a full minute, for the light to change, on Lowell street. 
' The time that they are supposed to wait is 18 seconds, according to 
our information. 

It would seem that if the “cut-off” is the trouble, we have 
saved $500 at the expense of irritating motorists from now on, 
| forever more. 
| Further north, at Wilmington square we have other troubles. 
Parking problems hefe are enough to make a car owner turn in 
his four wheeled buggy, and revert to the old-fashioned shoe-leath- 
er mode of locomotion.

‘THE LIFE OF ST. DOROTHY 


(Editor's Note: Since the for-| 
mation of St. Dorothy's Parish, 
in Wilmington and South Tewks- 
bury we have received inquiries | 
as to who was St. Dorothy. The 
following is taken from ‘The 
Lives of the Saints", by John Gil- 
mary Shea, a copy of which was 
kindly loaned to this paper by 
Mrs, Gertrude Baldwin of Jones 
avenue). 

February 6, St. Dorothy, Virgin, 
Martyr 


St, Dorothy was a young vir 
gin, celebrated at Caesarea where 
she lived, for her angelic virtue. 
Her parents seem to have been 
martyred before her in the Dic- 
letian persecution, and when the 
Governor Sapricuius came to Cae- 
sarea he called her before him, 
and sent this child of martyrs 
to the home where they were 
waiting for her. 

She was stretched upon the 
rack, and offered marriage if 
she would consent to sacrifice, or 
death if she refused. But she re- 
plied that ‘Christ was her only 
Spouse, and death her desire.’ 
She was then »laced in charge 
of two women who had fallen 
away from the faith, in the hope 
that they might pervert her; but 
the fire of her own heart re- 
kindled the flame in theirs; and

163 churches of 
the Protestant and Eastern Or- 
thodox branches of the Christian 
Church representing fifty nations| 
with six Churchmen coming from 
behind the Iron Curtain dealt 
with such major purposes as the 
Christian Faith and its message, 
including the missionary program 
of the churches, church unity, the 
churches social and political res- 
ponsibility in the world; to out- 
line worship and Bible studies for 
A united church, and to form pol- 
icies, elect officers and outline a 
five year program of action, — 

One hundred and fifty thousand 
persons worshiped together on 
Sunday, August 15 in Soldiers 
Field Chicago. The asse Na 
continue through August 32 
ing as its theme: ‘CHRIST-THE 
HOPE OF THE WORLD.” 

At the first assembly of the 
World Council held in Amsterdam 
in 1948 it was declared ‘The 
whole church should set itself to 
the task of winning the whole 
world to Christ.” And it further 
stated: 

“We have to ask God’ to teach 
us together to say No and to say 
Yes to truth. No, to all that flouts 
the love of Christ, to every sys- 
tem, every programme and every 
person that treats any-man as 
though he were an irresponsible 
thing or as a means of profit, to 
the defenders of injustice to the 
name of order, to those who sow 
the seeds of war or urge war as 
inevitable; Yes, to all that con- 
forms to the love of Christ, to all 
who speak for justice, to the peace- 
makers, to all who hope, fright 
and suffer for the cause of man. 
to all whoeven without knowing 
it-look for new heavens and a 
new earth wherein dwelleth right- 
eousness.”” 

The Second Assembly will go 
further in interpreting and pre- 
senting to a world full of fear, 
hysteria, and tensions, “Christ is 
the hope for our world.” 

President Eisenhower will ad- 
dress the assembly on Thursday, 
August 19.
